Hig h way Dostnl Lrronm tivi'« , 
Iii tlu- south of Franco the* p>v* rnmont 
postal service 
is supplemented hy tho 
“ wagon jxet 
of private contractors, 
who employ many hundred horses in 
convev ing small parcels from town to 
town, even along the railway lines. This 
business has heeomo so extensive that 
several road locomotives have heen or­ 
dered for it, and are proving very satis­ 
factory . 
Two of these machines are 
running between towns seventy miles 
apart, each making the trip one way 
nightly at a speed of eight miles an hour. 
Fart of the road is very hilly , with long 
gradients up to as much as one in eleven 
The locomotive, with coal and water, 
weighs fifteen tons, 
and the 
loaded 
wagon from seven to ten tons, making 
the average weight of the train twenty - 
three tons. 
At 175 pounds pressure the 
engines give about twelve horse power, 
and with fair roads use about half a ton 
of fuel for the round trip of 140 miles. 
These engines have been running over 
six months without interruption.—Ar- 
fcan&aw Traveler. 


Sir Joh n Eubbock’* lllack Poodle “ Van.’* 
Ilees’ Senalbllity to Sound. 
Sir J ohn Lubbock recently delivered a 
lecture t<> the members of the Edinburgh 
Philosophical institute on “ The Sense and 
Senses of Anim a ls,” in the course of 
which he said that there had been so 
many important recent works published 
relating to his subject that he thought it 
would be more interesting were he to 
deal, for the most part, with his own 
observations. 
Different ideas prevailed 
regarding the question of the intelligence 
of animals. 
Some people regarded a dog 
as an animal almost as wise and clever as 
themselves; but, on asking them if they 
thought a dog could realize that two and 
two made four, he generally found a good 
deal of doubt on that point. 
Sir J ohn Lubbock then described the 
sy stem which he had adopted in the 
training of his cwn bl*ck poodle dog. 
“ V a n.” 
He had placed two pieces of 
cardboard, on one of which was printed 
in large letters the word “ food,” the 
other being blank, on two saucers. 
In 
one of the saucers was food, and the card 
with the word upon it. 
In the other, 
the blank card and no food. 
In about 
ten day s the dog began to distinguish the 
card with the letters from the plain card, 
and would g o at once to the printed one. 
The lecturer then related in some detail 
his successful efforts in inducing the dog 
to bring him the proper card when he 
wanted food, in teaching him to know 
other cards containing the words “ ou t,” 
“ tea ,” “ bone,” “ w a ter.” 
On bringing 
the card marked “ out” lie would rush 
to the door. 
The qards were not put in 
the same places, but in different posi­ 
tions; and in order that the dog m ig ht 
not be guided by scent, other cards with 
the same markings were used. 
No one who saw him look down the 
row of cards, and pick out the one 
wanted, could doubt tha t he sought a 
particular card for a particular object. 
| He had found, 
at the end of three 
^ m onths’ experiments, that lie could not 
i g et the dog to realize the difference of 
colors, and it was just possible that the 
dog might 1 e color blind. 
He had also 
failed to g et the dog to distinguish 
among one, two, three, or four broad 
bands upon tho cards. 
In order to 
ascertain if bees were sensible to sounds, 
he had placed some honey on a musical 
f box on his lawn. 
The box play ed for 
ten day s without stopping, and then he 
removed it to a window sill on the first 
floor of his house. 
Not a bee came t<> it. 
II* again placed it on the lawn, and they 
again returned to the hom y . 
He next 
brought it into the drawing room on the 
ground floor, about ten y ards from its 
former position, I it they did not follow; 
but on his bringing tw o or three bees 
into the house and putting them on the 
honey , they l>egan to feed, and. fly ing 
off, returned with their companions. 
It 
seemed as if they did not hear the tune. 
Regarding the old idea that bees would 
not swarm unless they were “ tanged” 
by the creation of sounds, he was under 
the iinprcs.don that it was the “ over 
tones” which the insects heard, and 
which were inaudible to our ears. 
The 
sounds w< re so low as to lx? bey ond our 
range of hearing. 
Man, he said, had 
live senses, and fancied that no others 
were possible; but it was obvious that 
we could not measure the infinite by our 
own narrow limitations. 
Even within 
the penetration of our own senses there 
might be endless sounds which we cduUI 
not hear, and colors of which we have 
no conception. 
There was also the other 
question still remaining for solution, that 
the familiar world which surrounded us 
might be a different place altogether for 
other animals, in which there was music 
we could not hear, colors wo could not 
sec, and sensations which we could not 
conceive. 
The pursuit of such studies 
gave a clew to senses and perceptions of 
which we had no conception.—Mechan­ 
ical World. 


D u r a b ility o f H um a n Hutlding;» *. 
A proof cf t he remarkable durability 
of Roman buildings was found in the re­ 
sistance offered hy the foundations of tho 
pillars on '3 Inch the bridge rested which 
led from the Roman settlement of Ma- 
guntia (modern Mainz) over to the river 
to the right or eastern bonk of tho Rhine. 
There were fourteen stumps of pillars 
under the water, resting upon idles sur­ 
rounded by beds of stone to prevent un­ 
dermining by the current. 
The wood­ 
work had been destroy ed to a depth of 
not more than an inch, or an inch and a 
half, and having been taken out and 
dried it was found unusually bard and 
well adapted to fine furniture. 
The ex- 
|>ense of removing these pillars was # 13.- 
000, or nearly # 1,100 each, on account 
of the great amount of time and labor 
that had to be spent on them .—New Or­ 
leans Times-Democrat.
